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The Battlefield, Culloden Moor. Here on April 
16th, 1746, was fought the short but decisive 
battle of Culloden, the scene of the conflict being 
marked by a cairn 20 feet high and 18 feet in 
diameter. The inscriptions on the small cairns 
indicate the burial places of the various clans 
according to the names inscribed thereon. 
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
